BUTTER 


We produce about 2 billion pounds of but­ 
ter each year. Our chief competitors on the 
American market for butter have been Can­ 
ada, New Zealand and the countries of 
northern Europe. This group practically 
controlled the butter market in New York 
prior to the passage of the Farm Tariff Act. 
Since the passage of this Act butter imports 
have fallen off to practically nothing. 


IF THIS TARIFF WERE REMOVED 
CANADA, NEW ZEALAND, DENMARK, 
AND OTHER COUNTRIES W OULD 
AGAIN FLOOD OUR MARKETS WITH

The accepted definition of free trade is 
“Buy on the cheapest market and let the

EGGS 


On June first the top price for standard eggs 
on the New York market was 14!/2 cents.

This 
keeps Canadian eggs off the eastern markets. 


We also have a 27 cents per pound rate on 
dried eggs. 
Dried eggs are used commer­ 
cially by food product manufacturing con­ 
cerns. 
China furnished an average of 56 
million dozen eggs in powdered form, annu­ 
ally, prior to the enactment of the Farm 
Tariff. 
This 27 cent rate stopped imports 
from China.
